2. The functions of these Boards will be to advise the Central 
Advisory Board for Salt/Govt, of India on the administration of the 
proceeds of Salt Cess levied under Sec. 3 of the Salt Cess Act, 
1@53 and to make recommendations generally for measures 
conducive to the development of salt industry, e.g., 

j) establishment and maintenance of research stations, 
model farms and salt factories;
